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IN THE CLAIMS 

1 (Currently Amended) A vehicle trim panel/radiator element integral unit comprising: 

a multi-layer substrate comprising a core layer and at least one outer layer, said 
substrate being formed so as to have a first region compressed to a first thickness and a 
second region having a second thickness which is greater than said first thickness, said first 
region [(4egflH^]]fornm^an audio speaker radiator element, and said second region being | 
integral with said first region. 

2. (Currently Amended) A vehicle trim panel/radiator element integral unit as set out in 
claim 1, wherein said substrate core layer is constructed from a material selected from [[a]] 
the_group consisting of a polymeric foam layer[[r]ka polymeric fiber non-woven mat, a 
mineral fiber non-woven mat, a mineral fiber/polymeric fiber non-woven mat and mixtures 
thereof. 



3. (Original) A vehicle trim panel/radiator element integral unit as set out in claim 1 , 
wherein said substrate outer layer comprises: 

at least one polymeric structure; and 
a non-woven mat structure. 

4. (Currently Amended) A vehicle trim panel/radiator element integral unit as set out in 
claim 3, wherein said non-woven mat structure is constructed from a material selected from 
f[g-)1 the g roup consisting of glass fibers, caibon fibers, cellulose fibers and mixtures thereof 
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5 . (Original) A vehicle trim panel/radiator element integral unit as set out in claim 4, 
wherein said substrate comprises two outer layers provided on opposing sides of said core 
layer. 

6. (Original) A vehicle trim panel/radiator element integral unit as set out in claim 4, 
wherein said substrate comprises two outer layers provided on each side of said core layer. 

7. (Previously Amended) A vehicle trim panel/radiator element integral unit as set out 
in claim 1 wherein said first thickness of said first region is from about 0.25 mm to about 3 

and said second thickness of said second region is from about 0.8 mm to about 19 mm.

8. (Original) A vehicle trim panel/radiator element integral unit as set out in claim 1, 
further comprising a light fabric covering said first region and at least a first portion of said 
second region. 

9. (Original) A vehicle trim panelAadiator element integral unit as set out in claim 8, 
wherein a second material covers a second portion of said second region. 

1 0. (Currently Amended) A vehicle trim panel/radiator element integral unit as set out in 
claim 9, wherein said second material is selected from [[a-J]the_group consisting of vinyl and 
leather. 



1 1 . (Original) A vehicle trim panel/radiator element integral unit as set out in claim 1 , 
wherein said integral unit comprises a vehicle interior door panel. 
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12. (Currently Amended) A vehicle trim panel/radiator element combination 
comprising: 

a first substrate having at least one rib and at least one opening adjacent to said rib, 
said first substrate defining a vehicle interior trim panel; and 

a multi-layer second substrate comprising a core layer and at least one outer layer, 
said second substrate being located so as to extend at least partially over said opening, is 
secured to at least said first substrate rib, and [[defines-] Jformsjin audio speaker radiator 
element. 

13. (Original) A vehicle trim panel/radiator element combination as set out in claim 12, 
wherein said first substrate comprises first and second ribs, and said second layer is secured 
to said first and second ribs, 

14. (Currently Amended) A vehicle trim panel/radiator element combination as set out 
in claim 13, wherein said core layer of said second substrate is constructed from a material 
selected from [[arfl the gr oup consisting of a polymeric foam layer[[r]ka polymeric fiber 
non-woven mat, a mineral fiber non-woven mat, a miner fiber/polymeric fiber non-woven 
mat and mixtures thereof. 

1 5. (Original) A vehicle trim panel/radiator element combination as set out in claim 14, 
wherein said outer layer of said second substrate comprises: 

at least one polymeric structure; and 
a non-woven mat structure. 
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1 6. (Currently Amended) A vehicle trim panel/radiator element combination as set out 
in claim 15, wherein said non-woven mat structure is constructed from a material selected 
from [>]] thc g roup consisting of glass fibers, carbon fibers, cellulose fibers and mixtures 
thereof. 

17. (Original) A vehicle trim panel/radiator element combination as set out in claim 16, 
wherein said second substrate comprises two outer layers provided on opposing sides of said 
core layer. 

1 8 . (Original) A vehicle trim panel/radiator element combination as set out in claim 1 6, 
wherein said second substrate comprises two outer layers provided on each side of said core 
layer. 

1 9. (Original) A vehicle trim panel/radiator element combination as set out in claim 1 2, 
further comprising a light fabric covering said second substrate and at least a first portion of 
said first substrate. 

20* (Original) A vehicle trim panel/radiator element combination as set out in claim 19, 
wherein a second material covers a second portion of said first substrate, 

2 1 . (Currently Amended) A vehicle trim panel/radiator element combination as set out 
in claim 20, wherein said second material is selected -from [|V|l the g roup consisting of vinyl 
[[er-] 1and leather. 
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22. (Original) A vehicle trim panel/radiator element combination as set out in claim 12, 
wherein said first substrate has a thickness of from about 0.8 mm to about 19 mm. 

23. (Original) A vehicle trim panel/radiator element combination as set out in claim 22, 
wherein said second substrate has a thickness of from about 0.25 mm to about 3 mm. 

24. (Previously Added) A vehicle trim panel/radiator element integral unit as set out in 
claim 1 further including an electro-mechanical drive device coupled to said audio speaker 
radiator element. 

25. (Currently Amended) A vehicle trim panel/radiator element [[ integral B «it 
^ combination as set out in claim 12 a further including an electro-mechanical drive device 
coupled to said audio speaker radiator element. 
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
